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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 34-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 34 refers to "the vapor system of claim 1" - 
but claim 1 has been canceled. Therefore, it is unclear to the Examiner what actually 
comprises the vapor system. The Examiner presumed that Applicant meant the device 
of claim 24 when applying the prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 24, 25, 27, 30-34 and 41-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rusz (5,546,931 ). Rusz teaches an anesthetic vapor delivery apparatus. 
The apparatus is shown in Figure 1. The apparatus includes a carrier gas source (11), 
a bypass valve (47), a vaporizing chamber (26) controlled through temperature and 
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pressure sensors, a conduit from the vaporizer, and an array of sensors in flow 
communication with joining port (19). In column 5, Rusz has recited the use of a 
temperature sensor (44), flow rate sensor (18), and anesthetic concentration sensor 
(16) to determine the anesthetic concentration (lines 24-44). The Examiner considers 
this arrangement to meet applicant limitation of a "sensor array in flow communication 
with the joining valve" since each sensor is located in a conduit that is in fluid 
communication with the joining port (19). 

Inventorship 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 28, 29, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rusz (5,546,931 ) in view of Lewis et al. (5,571 ,40). This rejection 
was made in the previous Office Action (mailed 10/7/05). It remains in effect. 

8. Claims 26 and 37-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rusz (5,546,931) in view of Georgieff et al. (5,520,169). This rejection was made 
in the previous Office Action (mailed 10/7/05). It remains in effect. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant has amended the claims in response to the Examiner's early statement 
that Rusz does not teach a bypass valve. This was an error on the part of the Examiner. 
The Examiner was not giving the term "bypass valve" its broadest interpretation in the 
previous action. The Examiner notes that the only requirement for the bypass valve is 
that it "splits the carrier gas stream into a first carrier gas stream and second gas 
stream" (See claim 24, Figure 4 and Specification page 19, lines 21-23). This is the 
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same as port (47) of Rusz. Port (47) splits the carrier gas stream into two streams. See 
Figure 2. All of the other elements from claim 25 are present in Ruiz. See Paragraph 3 
of the previous Office Action. Therefore, the 102 rejection of claims 24, 25, 27, 30-34, 
41 and 42 remains. The Examiner apologizes for the previous oversight. In addition, 
this Office Action has not been made a Final Office Action so that Applicant may 
address the altered rejection.
